all the northern part of Virginia under 
the king's patent. The work was ardu- 
ous because of the physical aspect of the 
country, then a dense wilderness, and 
dangerous because of the character of 
the inhabitants, who were principally 
Indians or scarcely less wild trappers or 
squatters upon his lordship's domain. 


Washington had been selected by tlie 


nobleman because of his belief in the 
youth's ability to cope with these ele- 
ments early in 1748, just after the 
com- 


pletion of his sixteenth year, his only 
companion being George William Fair- 
fax, nephew of old Lord Thomas.

The St. Louis Iti public is authority 


for tho statement that a syndicate is 
being formed to coin silver into dollars 
of hexagon bhape at the rate or $100,000 
or more per mouth. Prominent citi- 
zens of Colorado, Montana, Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas are promoting this 
scheme and will carry it into effect if 
tho legislatures of tho Western States 
will declare these coins legal tender for 
all debts contracted within their re- 
spective boundaries. It is claimed that 
individuals and corporations hare a 
right to coin gold or silver into dollars 
provided the shape of such coins is not 
the same as the coins issued by the 
United States government. Citizens 
of California issued hexagon shaped $50 
gold pieces in early days and also 
minor gold coins, and their right to do 
so was not disputed. 


If the legislatures of several states 


pass laws making such coins as the 
syndicate propose to issue, a legal 
tender for private debts and State 
taxes and the constitution and the 
laws of Congress do not prohibit the 
mintage of such coins, arrangements 
might be made to put silver in general 
circulation throughout the west. State 
legislatures 
have 
authorized 
local 


banks to issue notes which were re- 
ceivable for State taxes and various 
other obligations within the State. 
The right of a legislature to do this is 
not questioned, but the government 
tax of ten per cent makes the exercise 
of the right unprofitable. Such being 
the fact the inference is that a legis- 
lature cau authorize the issue of bars 
or discs of gold or* silver and make 
them a legal tender in all territory sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of the legisla- 
ture.

Senator Stewart Makes Several Strong 


Point* Against Cleveland. 


WASHINGTON, 
September 25. — The 


consideration of the resolution offered 
by Stewart ou Saturday arraigning the 
President for attempting to coerce 
Congress into passing the Silver Re- 
peal bill, thereby impairing the inde- 
pendence of a co-ordinate branch of the 
government in violation of the Consti- 
tution and destructive of the govern 
ment, was taken up. 


A POINT OF NO QrOBtfiL 


The Nevada Senator had scarcely 


spoken a dozen words in support of his 
resolution when Manderson of Ne 
braska interrupted with the point tha 
there was no quorum. 


Enough Senators finally strolled in 


to make a quorum and Stewart pro 
cseded. He began by referring to the 
recent centennial anniversary of laying 
the corner-stone of the Capitol, when 
he said the President, with more than a 
hundred thousand high paid govern 
ment offices to bestow, with the veto 
power, which had only been used for 
extraordinary occasions, backed by con 
centrated capital and a " venal press,' 
turning to the Senate wing and de 
clared in menacing tones if the repre 
sentatives there assembled legislated 
in passion or prejudice or on behalf o: 
sectional or selfish interests, the time 
when the corner stone was laid or cir 
cumstances surrounding it was no' 
worth commemorating. 


This sentiment was cheered by the 


thoughtless multitude and was con 
strued by a venal press as a rebuke 
from the President to a guilty, vena 
Senate. 


DISOBEYTXO THE STATUTES. 


Stewart then quoted from the history 


of England as to the parliamentary 
straggle with the Stuarts, and coming 
to the present time charged the Presi 
dent, in disregard of his oath of office 
allowed the Secretary of tho Treasurj 
to violate the act which made the pur 
chase of four and a half million ounces 
of silver per month mandatory, by 
exercising the unlawful discretion of 
purchasing a smaller amount. 


Stewart declared that at no time 


since Charles I, in either England or 
the United States had any king or 
president openly and defiantly dis- 
obeyed a statute which he himself had 
declared mandatory, or allowed subor- 
dinates to do the same thing. 


WAS IT NOT TIME TO SOUND 


The alarm? If the Constitution was o1 
iny value it should stand up and say 
to tho President: "You have over- 
stepped the mark. We cannot afford 
to have tne laws of Congress disre- 
garded." 


Stewart said the President had no 


sxalted idea of the Senate or House. 
3e seemed to regard it as an append- 
ige to the Executive. In one of his 
Letters the President spoke of expect- 
ing soon to have this " session of Con- 
gress in his hands." That spoke vol- 
umes touching the President's opinion 
of the co-ordinate branch of the Gov- 
ernment. 
Congress is in nobody's 


hands. 


WHAT THE PRESIDENT SAID. 


Stewart then read from the Cincin- 


aati Ttmcs-Stai an interview with the 
President, in which he said : " The re- 
peal of the silver purchasing act could 
not be effected this year." There was 
no newspaper reporter, Stewart said, 
who would misrepresent the President 
in the columns of a paper. They all 
had too much respect for office to do 
that. 
The article continued: "The 


people are with me and my policy," 
said the President, " but I fear I shall 
not be able to command action from 
Congress, I never saw such obstinacy 
as exists among the members of Con- 
gress on the silver question. It is use- 
less to appeal to them now." 


The assumption of tho President was 


that he knew best, said Stewart, and 
that those who studied the subject 
all their lives were wrong was remarka- 
ble. 
When such a sentiment was ut- 


tered by the Chief Executive, it became 
pertinent to enquire where and when 
did he acquire all the knowledge; where 
and when did he have the opportunity 
to familiarize himself with the wants 
and needs of the American people, anc 
with the science of money and econo- 
mies; where and when did he study it 
and in what school ? 


ATTRIBUTED TO IGNORANCE. 


I believe, said Stewart, that the Pres 


ident is the only President who has 
ever presided at the White House who 
did not possess a liberal education 
either in some college or on a farm, 
where he communicated with nature 
and learned nature's laws. I believe 
that either a country education among 
the people or collegiate education is 
necessary. 
I do not believe that the 


education of a clerk or lawyer, without 
a liberal education in college or a lib- 
eral education by studying the books 
of nature can fit a man to preside over 
the destinies of this country. 


The three greatest Presidents we ever 


had, received the liberal education 
which nature affords by coming in con- 
Sact with the people and taking a 
wider view of the laws of man and of 
nature than can be obtained in a law 
office or in a Sheriff's office or in the 
office of Mayor or in any other con- 
tacted place where the great book of 
nature is closed. 


St ewart cited Washington, Jackson 


and Lincoln as the great examples of 
great Presidents as the result of a lib- 
eral education. 


Unfortunately the present President 


was denied both a college education 
and that grand and better education 
hat came from communion with the 
great producing classes of the country, 
a communion with the pioneers of the 
Vest, communion with those who 
'ormed the bone and sinew of the conn- 
ry, a com .11 union with the pore aspira- 


tions of free American citizens. 


If the present President had known 


what Washington knew, if he bad 
known the people as Washington, as 
Jackson and Xiincoln fully appreciated 
them, he would not have uttered the 
remarks he had. He would not hare 
talked of the obstinacy of Congress, 
nor would he have talked of having 
Congress in his hands, - His environ- 
ments have been peculiar. 


THE PBESIDENTS BIOGBAPHT. 


Stewart than read from the Presi- 


dent's biography in the Congressional 
Directory, the authenticity of which 
could not be questioned. At 16 years 
of age he become assistant teacher in a 
New York Instate for the blind, read 
Stewart, and added, that it looks now 
as if he had not gotten entirely over 
that idea. [Laughter.] In 1855 he went 
West in search of employment con- 
tinued the biography. Let us see what 
his idea of the West is, said Stewart, 
and than read on, and engaged with 
his uncle at Buffalo [laughter] to aid 
in the compilation of an American herd 
book [laughter] as upon retiring from 
the Presidency, the biography read, he 
located in New York City and resumed 
the practice of law. 


Without concluding, Stewart yielded 


to Cameron of Pennsylvania, who spoke 
against the repeal bill.

The board of equalization reduced 


the assessment of the road bed and 
track of the Central Pacific Railroad 
from $14,000 to $13,000 per mile. The 
proportion of the rolling stock in 
Washoe county is assessed at !|i82,000, 
or about ^1,575 per mile, making the 
total assessed valuation of the road 
and rolling stock in the county $14,575 
per mile. 


Heretofore the road and rolling stock 


were assessed collectively at $14,000 
per mile by the State Board of Asses- 
sors, or $575,' per mile less than at 
present. As it now stands the assessed 
valuation of the road and rolling stock 
in Washoe county is about $30,000 
more than the valuation placed upon 
the property by the State Board of 
Assessors a year ago.

coinage, was the first; the so-called 
Sherman aot, requiring the purchase 


4,500,000 ounces of silver bullion per 


month by the issuance of legal tender 
;reasury notes was the second. At 
every congress since silver was demon- 
etized a vast majority of the Demo- 
crats~in each house were in favor of 
the free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver. Three bills for the free and un- 
imited coinage of silver passed the 
senate during Harrison's administra- 
ion. 
The first was passed June 17, 


1890; 
the second January 14,1891; the 


third July 1,1892. The last was passed 
after the nominations were made and 
;he platforms published. 


A bare majority of the Democrats of 


;he house, with the aid of a vast ma- 
jority of the Bepublicans have at last 
obeyed the commands of Mr. Cleve- 
land and passed the bill repealing the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act. 
The combined power of London, New 
York and the administration at Wash- 
ington, aided by a subsidized press, are 
now attempting to coerce the senate 
and force the passage of the house bill, 
which ratifies the crime of 1873, adopts 
the gold standard and precludes any 
further use of silver as money.

Army Officers Taking Charge of the 


Agencies — Ustimates of Approprla- 
tionn. 
The annual report of the Commis- 


sioner of Indian Affairs has been sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of the Interior. 
It shows that of the 57 Indian Agen- 
cies, 26 are now in charge of army offi- 
cers.

rolled in Indian schools is 21,138. Six 
new training schools

tion in Arizona. Over $3,000,000 were 
paid to Indians other than the five 
civilized tribes during the past year as 
interest on trust funds, treaty stipula- 
tions and other debtsi

for the fiscal year 189i amount to $7,- 
954,962.

CITIZENS OF 
NEW YORK MAKING 


PLANS FOR THE FUTURE. 


Improvements on a Gigantic Scale Project- 


ed—Hundreds of Millions of Dollars to 
Be Spelt ID Beautifying the Chief CHy 
of the Continent. 
Mach has been said from time to time 


of tho absence of public spirit, of local 
prirle and of neighborhood feeling in 
New York. Even the men who have 
marie jjreat fortunes here do not seem to 
have nuy regard for the city that haa 
given them their opportunities 
for 


achieving wealth. "Men do not under- 
••.tuiKl the cans.es of their success," said a 
pp-iike1.- of the board of trade recently in 
cimirnenting upon tho difficulty inarotis- 
\\.'4 public interest herein tho movement 
lor the improvement of tho Erie canal, 
on which so much of the prosperity of 
tho city depends. The lack of public 
spirit was signally illustrated in the half 
hearted way in which the business men 
unit-rod into the movement to secure the 
\Vorld's fair for New York. Chicago 
v, .'3 a blazo uf cntlnisiasm on the sub- 
ject, but Now York entered into the 
competition in a listless, don't care sort 
or way, which naturally resulted in Chi- 
cago carrying oft' the prize. 


The fact is that New York is a city of 


markets, of ships, of shops, of hotels and 
of tenement houses, but not of homes. 
The rich men may have mansions here, 
but their homes are in their country 
housed Tho people who live in flats and 
tenement houses are engaged in a strug- 
gle for a bare existence, and have not the 
time or disposition to give mtich thought 
or caro for the city. Tho diversity of 
races and langtmges represented in the 
population serves only to separate the 
people more and make them regard the 
city with utter indifference. 


But there is reason for believing that 


this state of things is gradually growing 
better. There arc evidences of increased 
public spirit, of a greater pride in the 
city and of a larger interest in her de- 
velopment and improvement. 
Great 


schemes of public improvement have 
been projected or begun. Millions have 
recently been expended in the acquisi- 
tion of now park;-, and twice lately when 
u vas proposed to do something that 
\vould injiuv Central park there was an 
exhibition i:t aroused public opinion that 
prevented tho outrages and would have 
dono credit to ,i much smaller but more 
enthusiastic city. 


Rich men are now contributing a lib- 


eral portion of their wealth to enter- 
prises that \vili increase the glory of the 
metropolis. Columbia college is being 
vapidly dovtlopcd into a great universi- 
ty. A magnificent cathedral has been 
started 
A spacious botanical garden is 


to bo p->ln,blishecl. A fino aquarium is to 
take the place of Castle Garden on the 
Battery. A splendid speedway for horses 
is to bo 'omit. The city is to erect an 
immense municipal building, which it is 
proposed shall boa notable architectural 
iiildiciou to tho metropolis. The present 
city hall is to bo given to the trustees of 
the Tildeu trust and made the homo of a 
$2,000,000 library,

bronze tublet-i tho places of historical 
interest. Others of a more philanthrop- 
ic.il uiilnre are endeavoring to better the 
h. o-. and condition of the tenement house 
[Hipuiuiion. 


Tho women bavs organized a healtb 


protective association, and are endeavor- 
ing to institute refoi-ms that shall de- 
crease tho death rate and make New 
York a better city to live in. The latest 
roforra which they have taken up is that 
of securing a health regulation requiring 
the removal of the refuse of the 60,000 
hordes m tho city of New York. The 
physicians comprising the Academy of 
Medicine have lately been acting with 
vigor and courage to Secure improved 
quarantine protection and a purified wa- 
ter supply. Tho chamber of commerce 
and the board of trade—the mouthpieces 
of the merchants and bankers—have late- 
ly exhibited increased activity and exer- 
cised a wider influence. All these things 
certainly indicate that New Yorkers are 
beginning to wake tip and to show a 
livelier interest in the welfare of the city. 


Perhaps the fact that other cities are 


getting closer to her in the competition 
for business has something to do with 
this. It is beginning to dawn upon her 
citizens that unless she can unite witto 
Brooklyn, bridge and tunnel the North 
river, throw more bridges over the East 
river, get rapid transit from city hall to 
Westchester county and institute other 
measures of public improvement, she is 
liable to lose her commercial supremacy.
